SOME ELOQUENT I IOU RES. 


Those of the Gazette readers who be­ 
long to the third party and think there 
is nothing but damnation and crime in 
hig h license, should be sober-minded 
enough to read so&e figures bearing on 
the operation of high license in Penn­ 
sylvania. There is a good deal of elo­ 
quence in these figures because they 
preach a po arerf a1 ter mon for the high li­ 
cense law of that state. 
There is an organization in Philadel­ 
phia called the Law and Order society. 
Toe object of the society is to ece that 
the high hoenee law is enforced: 
This 
society held a meeting the other day to 
consider what had been done and what 
tnere was still to do. It was shown that 
high license bad worked wonder* in 
Philadelphia. Here are 6ome figures that 
show a notable reformation in that city, 
and they are worth repeating in the Ga­ 
zette. Th I high license law went into 
effect on the first Monday of June, 1888, 
so this fact must be borne in mind:

The Schem e of a Couple o f Maine Boys 
to G e t New Trousers. 
A huudred years ago or more it was 
customary in some 
parts 
of

England for men and boys to wear 
trousers made of leather. 
The his­ 
torian of the town of Wells, Maine, re­ 
marks that such garments were not 
altogether satisfactory, for the rather 
curious reason that they lasted too 
long. 
We remember hearing a matron of 
the olden time tell a story of two boys 
of one of her neighbors. 
They had 
begged their mother that they might 
lay aside their leather trousers and 
have a pair made of domestic cloth; 
but all their entreaties were in vain. 
She would give them no other encour­ 
agement than to promise them when 
the leather was worn out they should 
have a pair of homespun.

LAW. 
A dispatch frcm Madison says that 
many Catholics are heartily supporting 
the Bennett law, and that daily Govern­ 
or Hoard is receiving congratulations

I cannot see how any bishop, 
priest or minister who is atrae Ameiioen 
and nas the' hest interests of America at 
heart, as well as those under this case, 
oan be so ftr forgetful of his duty to the 
’ country as to try to supplant the langu 
age of bis adopted country with one he 
has abjured. I hold that it is the duty of 
a l l men, whose homes and interests are 
in this country, to foster and protect that 
langoage which has been to them the 
only trae exponent of liberty they they 
ever knew. 


It will seem from these extracts from 
the Madison dispatch that when the 
Bennett law is clearly understood the 
more popular it becomes among those 
whose first thought was to oppose it. 
They begin to see that no one oan op­ 
pose the law without patting himself on 
reoord as opposing the instruct >n in 
English of children of foreign born par­ 
ents, and they do not want to be placed 
n this un-American position.

R a th er a D ell W eek in Al! th e Leading 
lin e s of Business. 


N e w Y o u k , 
March 22.—Bradstreot’s 
“ State of Trade” published to-day says: 
Special telegrams point to a more active 
distribution 
of 
staple 
merchandise 
among leading trade centers at Kansas 
City, St. Louis and Omaha only. 
There 
have been some gains in the movement 
of dry goods and boots and shoes at Chi­ 
cago, but business there on tile whole 
show* no marked improvement. 
M ercantile collections generally arc 
slow. 
Trade south and west is still 
somewhat interrupted through fears of 
floods, though less than last week. 
The 
net earnings of 107 railroad companies 
for January aggregated 812,115,328, a 
gain of 15.3 percent, over January, 1880. 
Gross earnings show a gain of 9.3 per 
cent. 
A slack demand for coal In the East 
and heavy snow and rain falls along the 
lines of the Pacific roads account for de­ 
creased earnings In the Pacific roads 
and coal carriers. 
Exports of wheat 
(and flour as wheat) from both coasts 
this week aggregate 1,850,390 bushels, 
against 3,097,030 bushels last 
week. 
owing largely to decreased Pacific coast 
clearances, and as compared with 1,259,- 
850 bushels in the like week of 1889. 
The total exports from July I to date 
are 77,292,623 bushels, against 66,180.306 
bushels in the like part of 1888-89. 
Iron 
is visibly wt-aker and makers have lost 
much confidence in the early returns to 
higher prices, which lias been referred 
to so much of late. 
Rails, too, are quiet 
and fully SI lower within the month. 
The dry goods demand in Eastern 
m arkets lacks snap. 
Prices of cotton 
goods are toward a lower range. 
Print 
cloths, low grade bleached goods and 
prints are lower. 
Cotton and wool dress 
goods are most active. 
Men’s wear and 
woolens are quiet. 
Cotton weakened 
early on tho news of the English eoa' 
strikes, but reassuring advices, added to 
light port movement, overcame the 
loss. 
The business failures reported numbei 
200 in the United States, against 209 last 
week and 242 for the same period last 
year. 
The total number of failures in 
the United States since Jan. I is 3,167, 
against 3,385 in 1889.

Houso the pension appropriation bill 
was discussed. Mr. Spinola, In speaking 
of the Republican party’s pledges to the 
soldiers, said th at party would have to 
face the music. 
The 
Democrats in­ 
tended to make them do so. 
They in­ 
tended to draw the line of battle on the 
service pension bill. 
The Democrats 
did not intend th at the Republicans 
should mask themselves as the special 
friends of the veterans. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party had forced the pension rolls 
from $28,000,000 up to $100,000,000, and 
yet the Republicans went on the stump 
and told the people th at they were 
the friends of the men who saved the 
Union. 
The battlefield of the last election had 
been In Indiana, and his old friond and 
comrade Corporal Tanner had marched 
out like a gallant veteran and advocated 
the olatform of his party. 
The pledges 
Corporal Tanner had made had been 
made at the suggestion of 
President 
Harrison. 
A fter the pledges had been 
made and Indiana h a! been carried for 
the Republicans Corporal Tanner had 
started out to fulfill these pledges. 
Here was a gallant soldier who had 
left both his legs on the battlefield. 
He 
had been rewarded by the Republican 
party for political services and yet he had 
been obliged to resign his office. 
Why? 
Because ho had dono what, at the sug­ 
gestion of President Harrison, he had 
promised to do. 
T hat was the way the 
Republican party rewarded the veter­ 
a n . 
Mr. Morrow of California said the 
trouble with Commissioner Tanner was 
that when he came into office he found 
abuses existing In the machinery of the 
bureau. 
The fault with Mr. Tanner 
was th at he did not obey the recom­ 
mendation of the Secretary of the In­ 
terior. 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio said the gentle­ 
man from New York (Mr. Spinola) had

been appropriated under any general 
pension bill ever passed by the Demo­ 
cratic party or ever signed by a Demo­ 
cratic President, except that increasing 
the pension of widows.

ception, every dollar of appropriations 
was due to the patriotism of the Repub­ 
lican party and its love for the soldier.

his behalf than had the gentleman from 
Indiana (Mr. Bynum).

Mr. Spinola suggested that a Demo­ 
cratic congress had passed the arrears 
bill and the bill increasing the pension 
of widows from $8 to $12 a month.

vetoed had been an Insult to the veter­ 
ans of the country. 
After further debate the 
bill was 
passed. 
The bill for the retirem ent of Gen. 
Fremont with the rank of major-general 
was passed. 
On motion of Mr. Robertson of Lou­ 
isiana a bill was passed appropriating 
$25,000 to enable the secrecacy of war 
to purcaase 2,500 tents for the use of the 
people driven from their homes by the 
floods now prevailing In Arkansas, Mis­ 
sissippi, and Louisiana.

A Pan-American Committee Recommends 
Ald for Ocean Steamers. 


W a s h i n g t o n , March 
2 2 .—The com­ 
mittee on ocean transportation on the 
Pacific coast submitted their report to 
the Pan-American Congress in favor of 
the nations on the western coast subsi­ 
dizing one or more first-class steamer 
lines, to ply between San Francisco and 
Valparaiso and intermediate points. 
The subsidy recommended is 30 cents 
a ton per 1,000 miles, which is to be dis­ 
tributed among the subscribing nations 
according to population. 
The committee on telegraphic commu­ 
nication recommended government aid 
on a similar basis to a company to con­ 
nect the principal ports on the Pacific 
coast by means of a submarine cable ex­ 
tending from San Francisco to Valpar­ 
aiso and touching at the principal inter­ 
vening ports.

The news of his death was agreat sur­ 
prise, as it was supposed that the gen­ 
eral was in tho very best of health. 
The shock was all the more severo be­ 
cause Gen. Crook had been apparently 
In the best of health and spirits up to 
the moment he had retired the previous 
night. 
All day Tuesday he was at his 
desk at tho army headquarters, perform 
ing his usual labor and directing tho 
affairs of the division of the Missouri, of 
which he was the commander. 
He was 
in his usual happy frame of mind and 
wore his old-time smile as he greeted his 
friends. 
Thursday night, with his wife 
and her sister, Mrs. Reed of Oakland, 
Md., he attended a small social gather 
ing at tho home of a friend, and after 
his return to the hotel chatted merrily in 
the corridor with some acquaintances. 
When he 
arose Friday morning he 
stepped at once into an adjoining room 
as was his habit, to exercise with Indian 
clubs, dumb-bells, and other gymnastic 
devices, before putting on his clothes 
As Gen. Crook walked into the little 
gymnasium he called to his wife. 
He 
spoke quickly and Mrs. Crook Jumpc 
hastily from the bod. 
She ran into tho 
room to find her husband had fallen to 
the floor. 
Mrs. Crook called to her husband as 
she leaned over the inanimate body 
Receiving no response she screamed 
and, running to tile door, called for aid 
A moment later a score of guests and 
employes of the hotel were there in re­ 
sponse to Mrs. Crook’s repeated calls. 
The house physician was present almost 
Instantly, but he saw at the first glance 
that Gen. Crook was already dead. 
Major Ely McClellan, the army sur­ 
geon, had already been summoned from 
headquarters, and ho arrived with all 
haste possible, only to find that it was 
true that Gen. Crook was beyond medi­ 
cal aid.

Gen. Crook was appointed from Ohio 
to the military academy at West Point, 
July I, I*!*, and graduated in 1852, and 
was appointed brevet second lieutenant, 
July, 1852. 
After serving awhile in gar­ 
rison at Fort Columbus, New York, he 
was sent out to Benda barracks, Cali­ 
fornia. 
He was 
transferred to Fort 
Jones, California, whore he served until 
1855. 
His principal duty while there 
was escorting the topographical party 
that was making a survey of Rogue 
river. 
He was on this duty from 1855 
to 1850. 
On March ll, 1850, he was promoted 
to first lieutenant, and was in command 
of the Pitt river expedition in 1857. 
In 
a skirmish with the Indians he was 
wounded with an arrow. 
He had two 
other little Indian fiuhts, one on the 2d 
of July, 1857, and the other July 20, tho 
same year. 
Ho was transferred to Fort 
Terwataw in the latter part of 1857, and 
in March, 1858.went. to Fort Vancouver, 
Washington Territory, where he took 
part In the Yakimo expedition. 
He 
was then 
transferred 
back to Fort 
Terwataw, 
where 
he 
served 
until 
1801. 
In 
1801 
he 
was 
made captain in the Fourth infantry 
and came East and was assigned to duty 
in West Virginia. 
Sept. 17, 1862, he 
was made colonel of the Thirty-sixth 
Ohio Volunteers, and was put In com 
maud of the Third provisional brigade. 
He participated in.the action of Lewis 
burg. W. Va., where he was badly 
wounded. 
For his gallantry there he 
was made brigadier-general of volun­ 
teers, tho commission dating Sept. 2, 
1802, and brevetted lieutenant-colonol In 
the regular army. 
He was engaged In 
the battle of South Mountain, Sept. 14, 
1862, and Antietam. Sept. 17, 1862. 
He 
was then transferred to the Army of the 
Cumberland in command of a division. 
On July 4, 1803, he was in command 
of the Second cavalry division.

March 22.—A special edition 
of tho Reichsanzlger contains Imperial 
rescripts cordially thanking Prince Bis­ 
marck for hi9 services and appointing 
him Duke of Lauenburg, a colonel-gen­ 
eral of cavalry, and a field-marshal gen 
eral; also appointing Count Herbert Bls 
marck ad interim minister of foreign af­ 
fairs, and Gen. von Caprivl chancellor 
and president of the Prussian ministry. 
The North German Gazette denies that 
Prince Bismarck’s resignation was In 
any way connected with differences be­ 
tween the Emperor and himself on labor 
questions.

per says, to constitutional questions, 
such as the limits of ministerial responsi­ 
bility and tile relation of the president 
of the Prussian ministry with hl9 col 
leagues.

m ation, w hich they believed to be noth­ 
ing less than a sacrilege to th e sun. 
T he paleolithic cave-dwellers of Franco 
and Belgium buried th eir dead in n a tu r­ 
al grottoes and crevices of tho roofs 
sim ilar to those in w hich they lived. 
T he Guanches, the aboriginal inhabi­ 
tan ts of th e Canary islands, rudely em­ 
balmed th eir corpses, drying th e bodies 
In the air and covering them w ith var­ 
nish. 
T he Peruvians appear to have pres­ 
erved the bodies of th eir Incas after tho 
E gyptian fashion, and in early tim es 
mummies seem to have had an abiding 
place in Mexico. 
T he G reeks of old were enjoined by 
law to burn the dead, and tho Romans, 
who in the tim e of tho R epublic had in­ 
terred th eir dead, adopted the Grecian 
usage in the days of Sulla.

grave. 
H erodotus tells of favorite horses and 
slaves being sacrificed at the holocaust 
of tho dead chief, and in many countries

wives had the privilege of dying 
w ith th eir husbands, acustom w hich has 
continued in the H indu Suit! down to 
the present generation. 
The Burm ese, before burying the body 
of a gentlem an. Inclose it in a varnished 
( coffin, and, after divers hym ns and pro­ 
cessions, placo it on a pyre of precious 
woods, w hich is ignited and allowed to 
burn until nearly consumed, when tho 
body is taken from the flames and bur­ 
ied. 
T he Cheyenne Indian hangs the dead 
body of his friend among the foliage of 
his native forests, a prey to the vulture 
and the sport of every storm ; or else, 
sw athing it w ith willow branches,places 
it w ith th e feet southw ard in some cot­ 
tonwood tree, together w ith a plentiful 
supply of food, arm s, and tobacco, to be 
consumed on Its voyage to the happy 
hunting ground. 
T he Chinese bury th eir dead in tho 
fairest spots in th e land. 
T hey aro ex­ 
traordinarily devoted to the dead, and 
the labor contract of every cooley Immi­ 
g ran t specially stipulates th a t In case of 
death his body shall be carried back to 
China, th a t his d ust may m ingle w ith 
th a t of his forefathers and join th eir 
sp irits In the flowery kingdom . 
O ther­ 
wise he believes th a t his soul will w an­ 
der amid strangers unknow n and astray.
